Head Coach 
PAUL ARSENAULT 


Paul enters his 20th season of coaching University hockey in the Montreal 
area. His career began in the 1963-64 season when he led the Sir George 
Williams “‘Maroons” to the O.S.L.A.A. title. The Maroons then became the 
Georgians and Paul guided the team through the Bob Berry — Trevor Keer 
- Alex Mathew era to three more championships, before finally losing to 
Loyola in the 67-68 campaign. 


Paul’s first Q.U.A.A. title came at Sir George in 1972 the year before he 
opted to join the cross-town rival Loyola Warriors. He won two more cham- 
pionships at Loyola before the merger created the Concordia Stingers in 
1975-76. The monopoly of Loyola and Sir George in Quebec University hoc- 
key was finally broken. The Concordia Stingers hockey team, the creation 
of the two great hockey powers of the sixties and seventies, has gone on 
to win the Quebec Championship every year since, and Paul Arsenault has 
been the head coach for each of those triumphs. 


It is no secret why Concordia continually dominates the Quebec university Hockey scene. The Stingers simply have the best coach; 
and coaching is such an important factor in sports. Paul Arsenault has the experience and ability to get the most of his players, and 


make the team a winner. 


Paul’s record now stands at 479 wins, 191 losses, 46 ties and 16 league titles. He is 4th on the all-time North America University 
Hockey Coaches win list. (See article on page 11). This season he will reach the 500 win plateau early in the new year and another 


milestone will be achieved in a superb coaching career. 


Paul, his wife Cathi and daughters, Klay and Holly are residents of the Montreal suburb of Pointe Claire.

A major hi-lite of the 1983-84 University Hockey season will be Concordia coach 
Paul Arsenault’s 500th career coaching victory. Barring an unforeseen collapse, 
the Stingers should provide the veteran of 19 coaching seasons with number 
500 sometime early in the new year. Arsenault enters the year having won 479 
games, good for 4th spot on the All-Time North American College Hockey 
Coaches Victory list. 


He is just 22 wins behind John Kelly, who has retired from Boston College after 
a 36 year career, and only 25 victories away from Alberta’s fine head coach 
Clare Drake. Drake is on sabbatical from the Golden Bears this season. The 
Al-Time leader is the late John Macinnes of Michigan Tech who won 557 games 
in 26 seasons. 


Paul’s career began in 1963 when he became the head coach of the Sir George 
Williams University ‘‘Maroons’’ (later Georgians). His debut belied what was 
to transpire, as his club lost 5 straight before he posted his first victory. Univer- 
sity teams did not play as many games in those days, so even with the for- 
midable Georgian teams of the mid-sixties, Arsenault did not reach the 100 
win plateau until 1970, number 200 came on January 10, 1975 at the Verdun 
Auditorium when Paul’s Loyola Warriors beat Sir George 4-3. Then the pace 
really picked up. Paul’s 300th win came January 6th, 1978, a 6-3 win over St. 
Mary’s in the Concordia Invitational Tournament, and the 400th in a 5-1 vic- 
tory over McGill on February 10, 1981.

The Stingers once again will be strong, but the loss of eight veterans 
will make them an inexperienced team. The return of veterans Brian 
Taylor, Stephane Héon, Gilles Hébert, Brad Hood and ten good 
sophomores from last year’s National finalists should help the Stingers 
maintain their high ranking of previous years.
